Col.  William  L.  Candler,  late  President  of  the  Third  Army  Corps 
Union,  was  born  in  Marblehead,  Mass.,  July  13,  1839.  Educated 
at  Prof.  Nash's  School,  at  Amherst,  and  Phillip's  Andover  Academy, 
he  acquired  a  business  experience  in  the  island  of  Cuba,  before  the 
war.  After  the  war  he  was  for  a  number  of  years  in  Colorado,  and 
during  the  last  ten  years  held  a  number  of  treasurerships  in  Boston, 
and  was  largely  known  as  treasurer  and  manager  of  the  Aspinwall 
Land  Company.  Col.  Candler  married  the  daughter  of  Theophilus 
Parsons  Chandler,  of  Brookline,  Mass.,  and  leaves  a  widow  and  one 
daughter.  When  the  war  broke  out,  there  was  no  hesitation  on  his 
part,  and  his  patriotic  instinct  brought  into  immediate  play  the  latent 
forces  of  his  strong  character.  He  joined  the  First  Regiment  of 
Massachusetts  Volunteers,  and  his  pluck  and  bravery  on  the  Hne  of  the 
Potomac  were  recognized  as  daring  acts  of  intrepidity  He  early  attract- 
ed the  attention  of  Gen.  Hooker,  and  was  detailed  for  service  upon  his 
staff.  That  he  was  appreciated  by  his  army  associates  is  showm  by 
the  many  offices  he  has  held.  At  his  death  he  was  President  of  the 
Third  Army  Corps  Union;  the  Commander  of  C.  L.  Chandler  Post, 
G.  A.  R.,  and  a  member  of  the  board  of  officers  of  the  military 
order  of  The  Loyal  Legion.  To  his  comrades  of  the  Grand  Army 
and  his  companions  in  service  he  was  ever  an  ideal  soldier.     His 
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presence  inspired  respect;  his  judgment  was  regarded  as  right ;  his 
actions  were  sure  to  be  just. 

The  members  of  the  old  Third  Army  Corps  beg  to  lay  this  hum- 
ble tribute  of  respect,  reverence  and  love  upon  the  grave  of  their 
departed  comrade  and  president : 

Brave  soldier !  generous,  noble-hearted  man  !  beloved  comrade  t 
hail,  and  farewell ! 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT, 


Parker  House,  Boston,  Mass.,  May  5th,  1892. 

To  the    Officers,  Directors  and  Members  of  the  Third  Army  Corps 
Union  : 

Gentlemen — One  of  the  requisites,  and  I  may  add,  one  the 
perquisites,  also  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  this  Society  is  the 
presentation  each  year  of  the  reports  of  the  transactions  of  their  re- 
spective departments,  and  at  the  outset  of  this  I  beg  to  say,  that  in 
obedience  to  numerous  requests  received  during  the  year  past,  I 
have  incorporated  in  this  report  a  part  of  the  one  read  at  the  Re- 
union at  Newburgh,  N.  Y.,  May  5th,  1890,  which  is  rather  statistical 
in  its  character. 

"The  Third  Army  Corps  Union,"  whose  twenty-ninth  anniversary 
we  celebrate  to-day,  was  inaugurated  at  the  headquarters  of  the 
First  Division,  September  2d,  1863.  There  were  present  at  that 
meeting : 

Major-General  D.  B.  Birney,  Commanding  First  Division. 

Brigadier-General  J.  B.  Carr,  Commanding  First  Brigade,  Sec- 
ond Division. 

Brigadier-General  Gershom  Mott,  Commanding  Third  Brigade, 
Second  Division. 

Colonel  Wm.  R.  Brewster.  Commanding  Second  Brigade,  Second 
Division. 

Colonel  Chas.  H.  T.  CoUis,  Commanding  First  Brigade,  First 
Division. 


Colonel  R.  De  Trobriand,  Commanding  Third  Brigade,  First 
Division. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  D.  D.  Carson,  Commanding  Second  Brigade, 
First  Division. 

General  D.  B.  Bimey  was  made  President,  and  Colonel  Brewster, 
Secretary,  and  the^i  and  there  the  Third  Army  Corps  Union  was 
born.  At  the  second  meeting,  held  at  the  same  place,  on  Septem- 
ber 6th,  twenty-six  officers  were  admitted  to  membership,  some  of 
whom  are  still  active  and  enthusiastic  members,  and  are  almost 
always  present  at  the  annual  Reunions.  Of  the  twenty-six  I  can 
now  name  only  Generals  Carr,  Ramsey,  and  Collis  living,  and  Gen- 
eral Mott,  Colonel  RafFerty,  and  Major  Cooper  dead.  At  this  meet- 
ing the  following  officers  were  elected : 

Major-General  D.  E.  Sickles,  President, 

Major-General  D.  B.  Bimey,  Vice-President, 

Captain  J.  C.  Briscoe,  Secretary, 

Major  H.  E.  Tremain,  Corresponding  Secretary, 

Brigadier-General  Gershom  Mott,  Treasurer, 
With  the  following  Board  of  Directors : 

General  Carr,  General  Mott,  General  Ward,  Colonel  Brewster, 
Colonel  CoUis,  Colonel  DeTrobriand. 

From  that  day  to  the  present  hour  there  never  has  been  a  year 
in  our  history  when  the  annual  Reunion  has  not  been  celebrated. 
True,  there  was  a  period  just  after  the  war  when  the  attendance 
was  meagre,  and  the  interest  waned,  but  our  large  membership  in 
New  York  City  and  State,  in  New  Jersey  and  in  New  England 
came  to  the  rescue,  and  the  future  of  the  Society  was  assured.  In 
this  instance,  as  upon  our  natal  day,  the  5th  of  May,  at  Williamsburg- 
and  on  other  fields  of  honor,  where  the  old  Third  Corps  said  "  This 
must  be  done,"  it  was  done,  and  it  has  kept  on  doing. 
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It  is  impossible  to  tell  just  how  long  Colonel  J.  C.  Briscoe,  the 
first  Secretary  of  our  Society  held  that  position,  as  the  minutes  dur- 
ing the  greater  part  of  his  term  have  never  been  found.  The  next 
Secretary  was  Dr.  J.  Theodore  Calhoun,  Assistant  Surgeon  U.  S. 
Army,  who  served  as  such  from  January  5th,  1864,  to  May  ist.  ot 
same  year,  when  he  was  called  out  of  the  A.  of  P.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  the  one  now  holding  the  position,  who,  strange  to  relate, 
has  remained  as  such  through  your  kind  partiality  up  to  the  present 
hour.  General  Gershom  Mott  was  the  only  Treasurer  of  the  Union 
up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  the  present 
incumbent,  your  distinguished  townsman.  Major  Wm.  P.  Shreve. 
There  are  now  upon  the  Roll-Book  of  the  Society  601  names,  repre- 
senting in  civil  Ufe  almost  every  state  in  the  Union.  Of  this  601, 
the  P.  O.  address,  or  whereabouts  of  112  have  7iever  been  ob- 
tained. 139  have  either  been  killed  in  battle,  or  died  from  various 
causes  during  the  war  or  have  died  since,  leaving  as  active  li\ang 
members,  so  far  as  at  present  can  be  ascertained,  the  number  of  462. 
Thus  I  have  given  you  as  briefly  and  as  succinctly  as  possible  the 
numerical  strength  of  the  Third  Army  Corps  Union  as  our  records 
show  to-day,  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  each  member  present,  as 
he  goes  over  the  temporary  Roster,  printed  for  your  use,  to  correct 
such  errors,  and  make  such  additions  and  suggestions  as  that  will 
make  our  new  book,  when  printed,  as  complete  as  possible.  The 
correspondence  of  the  past  year  has  been  much  larger  than  that  of 
previous  years.  The  gleanings  therefrom  mdicate  that  the  ancient 
Esprit  de  Corps  has  by  no  means  suffered  by  increased  years  or  the 
engrossing  cares  of  busy,  bustling,  business  life. 

I  have  never  yet  presented  to  you  a  single  report  since  I  became 
your  secretary,  in  which  I  was  not  most  reluctantly  compelled  to 
chronicle   the   work    of  the   fell  destroyer — Death.     Another  year 
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proves  no  exception.  Colonel  Madison  M.  Cannon,  late  of  Forti- 
eth New  York,  died  at  Englewood,  New  Jersey,  on  February  nth 
last.  Colonel  Cannon  was  known  to  very  many  of  you.  Rarely; 
if  ever,  absent  from  an  annual  gathering,  he  was  a  loyal  Third  Corps- 
man,  as  he  was  a  good,  brave  soldier  and  a  steadfast  friend. 

Colonel  Samuel  H.  Starr  died  in  Philadelphia,  November  23d, 
last.  He  entered  the  regular  Army  as  private  in  1862,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  Corporal,  Sergeant,  Second  Lieutenant,  First  Lieutenant, 
Captain,  Major,  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Colonel  U.  S.  Army.  In 
May,  i86i,hewas  detached  from  regular  service  and  appointed 
Colonel  Fifth  New  Jersey  Volunteers;  became  Brigade  Commander 
Second  New  Jersey  Brigade,  December  1861,  commanding  said 
Brigade  until  May,  1862,  when  he  returned  to  regular  Army,  and  in 
commanding  a  Brigade  of  regular  Cavalry  at  Gettysburg,  lost  an 
arm.  He  was  a  good  soldier  and  officer,  and  made  a  distinguished 
record. 

From  Major  BuUard  I  am  advised  of  the  death  of  Colonel  Wm. 
H.  Lounsbury,  successor  to  General  Graham,  in  his  Regiment.  Col. 
Lounsbury  was  perchance  a  Third  Corpsman,  but  his  name  does 
not  appear  on  our  Roll  Book. 

There  may  be,  there  doubtless  are,  many  others  vvho  have  crossed 
over  to  the  other  side,  of  whom  I  am  not  advised. 

I  am  sure,  my  comrades,  that  there  is  not  one  of  you  here  to-day 
under  the  canopy  of  a  New  England  sky,  on  New  England  soil,  and 
as  guest  of  New  England's  best  and  bravest,  in  the  great  city  of 
Boston,  who  does  not  feel  the  inspiration  of  the  occasion — who 
does  not  recognize  that  you  are  better,  brighter,  tenderer,  and  truer 
for  the  hearty  hand-shake,  the  welcome  smile,  another  affectionate 
"  God  bless  you"  of  men  you  knew  so  well,  "  in  the  days  that  tried 
men's  souls" — and  feel  the  glorious  inspiration,  the  poetry  and  fer- 
vor which  tJiis  hour  and  this  presence  enkindles. 
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Bad  as  war  is,  horrible  as  are  the  evils  that  accompany  it,  to  have 
known  what  you  have  known,  to  have  seen  what  you  have  seen,  to 
have  felt  the  gratification  you  have  felt  as  a  part  of  your  service  in 
the  war  is  a  betterment  in  your  life,  that  you  can  never  fail  to  recog- 
nize. Glance  over  the  names  on  the  Roll,  and  look  around  at  the 
comrades  who  are  to-day  yours  again  in  this  recurring  anniversary. 
There  is  not  one  that  does  not  spring  out  with  light  and  fire  the  old 
recollections.  To  have  k7io'wn  such  men  was  a  liberal  education 
in  itself 

To  have  known  Grant,  and  Sherman,  and  Sheridan,  and  Farragut, 
and  Heintzleman,  and  Hooker,  and  Kearney,  and  Whipple,  and 
Berry,  and  Sickles,  and  Mott,  and  Sev/ell,  and  a  host  of  others,  was 
to  make  great  acquaintances,  great  ideas,  and  large  inspirations,  but 
to  have  known  these  men  in  the  camp,  in  the  bivouac,  and  on  the 
battle  field,  was  to  have  an  epitome  of  the  glory  of  war,  and  the  sub- 
limity of  victory.  These  are  some  of  the  meanings  that  this  occa- 
sion teaches  us,  and  that  makes  us  rejoice  to  be  with  old  comrades 
again.  But  then,  as  we  glance  around  this  circle,  there  comes  to  us 
the  sadness  of  knowing,  that  one  by  one,  they  are  dropping  out  of 
the  list  of  the  living,  but  yet,  rising  as  stars  in  the  firmament  of  the 
nation's  glory.  One  by  one  rapidly  they  are  going,  and  it  becomes 
us  to  gather  their  glories  into  our  hearts — to  bind  up  in  a  small  sheaf 
of  narrowing  memories  the  friendships  of  those  who  live,  and  to 
store  into  the  garner  of  our  history  the  glories  of  those  who  have 
gone.  Memory  recalls  with  instinctive  pride  and  fraternal  affections, 
//«>  grand  figure  here  and  there  znd  yonder  on  the  thickly  limned  can- 
vas of  our  history,  who,  while  they  hved,  Avere  the  central  glories  of 
the  old  Third  Army  Corps  and  of  the  grand  old  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac, and  methinks  I  can  see  in  them  all  summed  up  and  crystal- 
lized, more  of  all  that  is  solid,  and  great,  and  worthy  in  American 


character,  than  can  be  7ueU  found  in  all  the  compass  of  all  of  our 
books.  Where  under  the  broad  canopy  of  God's  heaven  could  have 
been  gathered  under  any  circiimstances,  or  with  any  motive  of  busi- 
ness of  greed  or  gain,  such  a  body  of  men,  such  a  galaxy  of  briUiant 
characters,  such  an  array  of  combined  genius,  inspired  toward  one 
central  idea  and  for  one  grand  end  and  aim,  all  in  harmony,  in  beauty 
and  in  symmetry,  as  the  men  who  wore  the  blue  and  marched  and 
fought  and  died,  as  may  be,  that  the  flag  might  remain  undimned, 
and  that  liberty,  now  and  forever,  might  be  inscribed  across  God's 
firmament  in  characters  of  Hving  light,  as  a  second  promise  for  all 
coming  time. 

And  nov/,  gentlemen,  as  we  gather  around  our  banquet  table  once 
more  and  greet  the  comrades  still  left  to  us,  what  a  host  of  memories 
and  incidents  cluster  around  our  departed  dead  ?  In  each  and  every 
case  we  can  recall  some  forget-me-not — some  reminiscences,  grave 
or  gay — some  deeds  of  daring,or  acts  of  personal  kindness,which  under 
the  pressure  and  inspiration  of  this  hour,  come  back  to  us  like 
strains  of  recollected  music. 

The  Third  Army  Corps  Union,  as  the  exponent  of  the  old  Third 
Army  Corps  can  point  with  an  honest  exultant  pride  to  its  rank  and 
file  of  living  and  dead,  and  with  uplifted  eyes  and  grateful  hearts, 
can  thank  God  that  so  few  on  our  Roll  ever  stained  its  war-worn 
escutcheon  or  disgraced  the  grand  old  ensign  of  the  nation.  In  the 
battle  front  they  came  up  to  the  full  measure  of  the  soldiers  of  the 
RepubHc ;  and  whether  here  or  gone,  we  are  not  ashamed  of  their 
written  history — their  key  to  immortality. 

"  God  never  set  his  signet  on  the  hearts  of  braver  men, 

Or  fixed  the  goal  of  victory  on  higher  heights  than  then, 

With  bayonets  and  muskets,  clubbed,  they  close  the  rush  and  roar ; 

Their  stepping  stones  to  victory  are  their  comrades  gone  before. 


O,  vanished  majesty  of  days,  not  all  forgotten  yet  ! 

We  consecrate  unto  thy  praise  one  hour  of  deep  regret — 

One  hour  to  them  whose  days  were  years  of  glory  that  shall  flood 

The  nation's  sombre  night  of  tears,  of  carnage  and  of  blood. 

O,  vanished  majesty  of  days,  when  men  were  gauged  by  worth, 

Set  crowned  and  dowered  in  the  way  to  judge  the  sons  of  earth, 

When  all  the  little  great  fell  down  before  the  great  unknown, 

And  priest  put  off  the  hamijering  gown  and  the  coward  donned  bis  own  ! 

O,  vanished  majesty  of  days,  that  saw  the  sun  shine  on 
The  deeds  that  wake  sublimer  praise  than  Ghent  or  Marathon ; 
When  patriots  in  homespun  rose  ;  where  one  was  called  for  ten  ; 
And  heroes  sprang  full  armored  from  the  humblest  ranks  of  men  ! 

O,  vanished  majesty  of  days,  rise,  type  and  mold  to-day, 

And  teach  our  sons  to  follow  on  where  duty  leads  the  way  ; 

That  whatsoever  trial  comes,  defying  doubt  and  fear. 

They,  in  the  thickest  of  the  fight,  shall  stand  and  proudly  answer,  '  Here  I '  "

COL.  COYNE'S  ADDRESS. 


The  following  address  was  written  by  Colonel  John  N.  Coyne  for 
the  twenty-ninth  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Third  Army  Corps  held  at 
Boston,  Mass.,  on  May  5th,  1892.  It  was  unanimously  resolved  at 
the  Reunion,  that  the  address  of  Colonel  Coyne  be  printed  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Secretary,  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Third  Army  Corps  Union. 

Colonel  Coyne  is  President  of  the  Society  of  the  War  Veterans  of 
the  Seventh  Regiment  National  Guard  S.  N.  Y.,  and  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  Sickles'  Excelsior  Brigade  Association.  His  residence 
is  No.  3  Hampton  Court,  Jersey  City. 


Comrades  of  the  Third  Army  Corps: 

When  the  historian  comes  to  write  the  history  of  the  Third  Army 
Corps  he  will  be  able  to  do  so  with  a  quiet  pulse  and  no  throbbing 
of  the  heart  at  the  task  before  him.  His  work  will  be  done  method- 
ically, and  I  envy  him  the  time  and  study  he  will  be  able  to  give  to 
his  subject.  To  me,  a  soldier  of  that  Corps,  and  with  only  the  last 
few  days  to  prepare  my  address,  the  foolhardiness  of  my  venture 
came  to  me  when  I  sat  down  the  other  evening  to  think  over  my 
subject  and  to  prepare,  in  chronological  order,  the  outline  of  your 
history. 

Your  marches  and  campaigns  came  crowding  upon  me.     Out  of 
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the  mist  of  years  came  the  sound  of  battle.  I  could  see  your  stand- 
ards, and  I  could  hear  your  ringing  cheer  as  you  pressed  forward  on 
the  foe.  The  mist  was  of  a  crimson  hue,  for  the  blood  of  the  Third 
Corps  had  flowed  like  a  river.  No  lapse  of  time  can  blot  out  the 
memory  of  your  gallantry,  your  losses  and  your  sacrifices. 

Is  it  any  wonder  then,  my  comrades,  that  my  pulse  quickened  and 
my  heart  throbbed  more  violently  as  the  threads  of  my  subject  began 
to  unravel  ?  I  had,  however,  promised  that  I  would  be  prepared 
when  called  upon  to-night,  and  I  therefore  have  risen  in  compliance 
with  that  promise;  but  I  shall  have  to  ask  your  kind  consideration 
and  indulgence  if  I  confine  myself  to  a  brief  outline  of  your  history 
and  leave  the  details  to  the  historian. 

The  Third  Army  Corps  was  organized  March  13th,  1862,  and  its 
three  Divisions  were  commanded  by  Hamilton,  Hooker  and  Fitz 
John  Porter.  A  few  days  after  the  Corps'  organization  was  per- 
fected it  was  ordered  to  the  Peninsula,  Hamilton's  Division  leading 
on  the  17  th. 

In  front  of  Yorktown,  April  30th,  the  Corps  mustered  34,633  pres- 
ent for  duty,  with  64  pieces  of  artillery,  the  whole  under  the  com- 
mand of  General  Samuel  P.  Heintzleman.  This  organization  did 
not  last  long,  however,  as  Porter's  Division  was  taken  away  from  it, 
and  Hamilton  gave  place  to  Kearney. 

After  a  tedious  siege  of  over  a  month,  the  enemy  evacuated  his 
works  at  Yorktown,  and  the  flags  of  the  Third  Corps  waved  over  his 
entrenchments.  Ever  on  the  alert,  you  had  detected,  with  the  first 
light  of  dawn  on  the  morning  of  May  4th,  the  absence  of  the  enemy ; 
and  to  reward  you  for  your  enterprise  you  were  selected  to  lead  the 
advance  in  pursuit  of  the  retreating  foe.  You,  the  survivors  of  that 
day,  can  remember  with  what  enthusiasm  you  received  the  order, 
and  with  what  eagerness  you  took  up  your  line   of  march ;  and   as 
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you  bivouaced  that  night  in  the  rain  and  mud,  your  hearts  were  Ught, 
for  you  had  been  selected  for  the  post  of  honor,  and  you  felt  that  with 
a  Hooker  and  Kearney  to  lead  you,  victory  would  perch  upon  your 
banners. 

On  the  morning  of  the  fifth,  you  again  resume  the  pursuit,  and 
soon  come  upon  the  foe.  Longstreet,  having  determined  to  make  a 
stand  at  this  point,  had  massed  his  troops,  and  was  prepared  to  re- 
ceive you.  He  had  cleared  the  ground  in  his  front,  and  the  guns  of 
Fort  Magruder  had  a  clear  sweep  of  the  field ;  but  regardless  of  the 
missies  that  were  hurled  upon  you  from  the  Fort,  and  the  heavy 
musketry-fire  from  the  enemy  concealed  in  the  woods,  you  steadily 
advance  and  attack  his  line  of  battle,  and  gain  considerable  ad- 
vantage by  the  fierceness  of  your  onset.  The  colors  of  the  gallant 
Jersey  Brigade  push  on,  and  Longstreet,  becoming  alarmed,  hastened 
regiment  after  regiment  to  the  front  to  drive  back  the  brave  Jersey- 
men,  and  so  overwhelming  was  his  force,  that  Hooker  at  last  had  to 
call  upon  his  reserve — the  Excelsior  Brigade.  Hooker  had  sent  mes- 
senger after  messenger  for  reinforcements,  but  no  heed  had  been 
paid  to  his  apppeals — his  Division  was  to  suffer  the  martyrdom. 

The  Excelsior  Brigade,  in  response  to  the  call,  moved  rapidly  to 
the  scene  of  action,  and  engage  the  enemy  with  vigor.  They  face 
thrice  their  numbers,  but  pushing  obstmately  forward  soon  come  to 
close  quarters  mth  the  foe.  Their  terrible  musketry-fire  decimates 
his  ranks,  and  again  Longstreet  throws  in  masses  of  his  troops,  but 
the  men  of  the  Excelsior  Brigade  still  hold  their  position,  and  are 
loath  to  surrender  an  inch  of  the  ground  that  is  now  consecrated  by 
the  blood  of  their  comrades,  who  lay  around  them  in  great  numbers. 

The  shadows  of  evening  are  now  creeping  over  the  scene.  The 
smoke  of  battle  has  drifted  low  on  the  heavy  air,  and  a  purple  haze 
has  fallen  upon  the  woods  that  conceal  the  enemy.     The  Excelsior 
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Brigade  have  exhausted  their  last  cartridge  and  are  slovdy  falling  back. 
At  this  moment  a  ringing  cheer  is  heard,  and  the  struggling  band  of 
heroes  know  that  succor  has  come.  It  is  the  gallant  Kearney  com- 
ing to  the  rescue.  He  has  been  marching  for  hours  to  the  sound  of 
Hooker's  guns,  and  at  this  opportune  moment  reaches  the  field. 
The  enemy  give  way  before  him  and  soon  the  field  is  ours  and  the 
victory  won. 

Col.  Fox,  in  his  valuable  work  on  regimental  losses,  says:  "Upon 
the  evacuation  of  Yorktown,  the  Third  Corps  led  the  pursuit  of  the 
retreating  enemy,  attacking  him  May  5th,  at  WilUamsburg,  with 
Hooker's  and  Kearney's  Divisions.  This  battle  was  fought  almost 
entirely  by  the  Third  Corps.  Of  the  2,239  casualties  on  that  field, 
2,002  occurred  within  its  ranks,  and  three-fourths  of  them  in  Hooker's 
Division,  the  brunt  of  the  battle  having  fallen  on  the  Excelsior 
Brigade  and  Jersey  Brigade,  both  in  Hooker's  Division.  Porter's 
Division  was  not  engaged,  having  been  left  at  Yorktown.  On  May 
18,  it  was  permanently  detached,  leaving  only  two  divisions  in  the 
corps.  Hooker's  and  Kearney's.  The  two  divisions  now  numbered 
about  18,000  present  for  duty,  with  thirty-four  pieces  of  artillery." 

After  the  battle  of  Williamsburg,  a  gross  act  of  injustice  was  repaired 
by  the  immediate  confirmation  as  Brigadier-General,  by  the  United 
States  Senate,  of  the  soldier  who  was  to  rise  to  the  command  of  the 
Third  Corps. 

Soldiers  of  the  Excelsior  Brigade,  you  remember  with  what  glad 
cheers  we  welcomed  our  dear  General,  and  how  the  tears  of  joy  filled 
the  eyes  of  many.  After  the  lapse  of  all  these  years  I  can  still  see 
his  face  all  Hghted  up  with  a  happiness  equal  to  our  own  in  being 
once  again  with  us.  Our  gallant  leader  at  Williamsburg,  Colonel 
Nelson  Taylor,  had  done  his  part  right  nobly,  but  here  was  our 
creator  under  whose  eye  the  Excelsior  Brigade  had  become  the  sturdy, 
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well-drilled  soldiers  who  were  to  win  a  name  in  history  that  would 
live  for  all  time. 

When  Casey  was  driven  from  his  entrenchments  at  Fair  Oaks  on 
the  31st  of  May,  and  when  the  wing  of  the  Army  that  was  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Chickahominy  was  sorely  threatened,  the  Third 
Corps  was  called  upon  to  go  to  its  relief,  and  after  a  rapid  march 
through  swamps  and  over  roads  covered  with  the  debris  of  battle, 
you  reached  the  scene  of  action  in  time  to  check  the  enemy's  fur- 
ther advance. 

Early  the  next  morning,  June  ist,  your  lines  were  thrown  forward 
and  you  soon  came  in  contact  with  the  foe,  and  after  a  sharp  contest 
drove  him  from  the  field,  and  recovered  possession  of  the  works 
formerly  occupied  by  Casey's  troops. 

You  lost  in  this  action  209  killed,  945  wounded  and  91  missing; 
total,  1,245. 

Again,  as  a  reward  for  your  heroism  and  valor,  you  were  assigned 
to  the  post  of  honor,  for  you  were  kept  in  the  trenches  night  and  day. 
Evidently,  in  the  mind  of  the  commander  of  the  Army  of  the  Poto- 
mac, there  was  only  one  corps  in  the  army  that  could  hold  the  Wil- 
Hamsburg  and  Richmond  road,  and  there  we  staid  all  through  the 
month  of  June,  in  the  swamps  and  lowlands  around  the  Fair  Oaks 
battlefield.  It  was  not  an  idle  month  to  us,  for  we  were  daily 
brought  in  contact  with  the  enemy,  and  the  "Twin  Houses"  were 
often  filled  with  our  dead  and  wounded. 

While  on  this  ground,  we  were  strengthened  Avith  several  fresh 
regiments  and  some  artillery,  which  brought  our  corps  up  to  18,428 
present  for  duty,  with  40  pieces  of  artillery. 

You  opened  the  seven  days'  battles  at  Oak  Grove  on  the  25th  of 
June.  You  were  at  Glendale  on  the  30th  and  at  Malvern  Hill  on 
July  I,  where  the  enemy  were  finally  repulsed. 


Your  losses  in  these  battles  aggregated  158  killed,  1,021  wounded, 
and  791  missing;  total,  1,973. 

You  retired  from  Harrison's  Landing,  August  14th,  and  without 
molestation  from  the  enemy,  marched  to  Yorkto^vn,  where  you  em- 
barked for  Alexandria.  Upon  your  arrival  there  you  were  sent  on 
to  Warrenton  Junction  to  reinforce  Pope,  who  was  in  a  great  deal 
of  trouble,  and  of  course  the  Third  Corps  had  to  be  sent  to  help  him 
out  of  his  trouble. 

You  reached  Warrenton  Junction  on  the  26th  of  August,  and  the 
next  day  the  Excelsior  Brigade  came  in  contact  with  a  superior  force 
of  the  enemy  at  Bristoe  Station,  and  after  a  sharp  engagement  drove 
him  from  the  field. 

On  the  29th  and  30th  of  August  you  were  again  in  action  at 
Manassas,  and  on  the  ist  of  September,  during  a  terrible  storm  of 
thunder  and  lightning  you  were  engaged  at  Chantilly.  On  this  field 
we  lost  one  of  our  most  gallant  and  brilliant  Generals — the  lamented 
Kearney. 

Our  losess  in  these  battles  were  260  killed,  1,525  wounded  and 
453  missing;  total  2,238. 

The  terrible  losses  which  the  Third  Corps  had  sustained  on  the 
Peninsula  and  in  the  Second  Bull  Run  campaign,  had  so  seriously 
depleted  its  ranks,  that  we  were  at  last  given  a  respite,  and  were 
withdrawn  from  the  field  and  stationed  in  the  vicinity  of  Alexandria 
to  rest  and  recruit.  While  we  were  here.  General  Sickles  was  taken 
from  the  Excelsior  Brigade  and  promoted  to  the  command  of  the 
Second  Division — Hooker's  old  Division. 

On  the  return  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  from  its  campaign  into 
Maryland  where  it  had  met  and  defeated  the  army  under  General 
Lee,  a  change  was  made  in  its  commander.  General  McClellan  Avas 
relieved  and  General  Burnside  was  placed  in  command. 
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On  the  24th  of  November  the  array  reached  Falmouth,  and  under 
the  reorganization  which  took  place,  the  Third  Corps  was  placed  in  the 
Center  Grand  Division  with  the  Fifth  Corps,  under  the  command  of 
General  Hooker.  General  Stoneman  was  placed  in  command  of 
the  Third  "Corps.  General  Birney  commanded  the  First  Division. 
General  Sickles  retained  command  of  the  Second  Division,  and  a 
new  division  was  added  under  the  command  of  General  Whipple. 

In  the  disastrous  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  December  13th,  you 
were  not  prominently  engaged  with  the  enemy,  but  you  were  sub- 
jected to  a  heavy  fire,  and  suffered  a  loss  of  145  killed,  837  wounded 
and  202  missing;  total,  1,184. 

Shortly  after  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg  General  Burnside  was 
relieved  from  the  command  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  and  Gen- 
eral Hooker  was  selected  as  its  commander. 

Hooker  inaugurated  many  reforms.  The  three  Grand  Divisions 
were  done  away  with,  the  cavalry  consolidated,  the  artillery  re- 
organized, and  many  deserved  promotions  were  made.  Among  the 
latter  was  the  promotion  of  General  Sickles  to  the  command  of  the 
Third  Corps.  Corps  badges  were  adopted,  and  while  not  at  first  ac- 
cepted with  favor,  they  soon  became  endeared  to  us  through  the 
baptism  of  the  battlefield.  New  spirit  seemed  to  be  infused  into  the 
troops,  and  they  were  kept  busy  with  daily  drills  and  incursions  into 
the  enemy's  country. 

On  May  ist,  1863,  when  you  broke  camp  and  took  up  your  line 
of  march  for  Chancellorsville,  the  Third  Corps  mustered  17,568 
present  for  duty,  and  on  this  field  your  banners  were  to  be  again 
crowned  with  your  heroism. 

General  Hooker,  by  his  brilliant  strategy,  had  compelled  the 
enemy  to  leave  his  defences  at  Fredericksburg  ^nd  met  him  on  his 
own  chosen  ground,  and  at  Chancellorsville  the  tvv'o  armies  came  in 
conflict. 


The  first  day's  battle  resulted  favorably  to  our  arms,  and  there 
was  every  prospect  that  the  rebel  army  would  be  driven  from  the  field. 

Much  valuable  time  was  taken  up  on  the  2d  in  manoeuvering 
troops  and  reforming  our  lines.  The  enemy,  however,  were  availing 
themselves  of  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  and  had  been  since  early 
dawn  massing  a  column  of  attack.  General  Sickles,  who  was  always 
on  the  alert  and  did  not  believe  in  lying  idle  while  the  enemy  were 
in  his  front,  had  been  doing  a  Httle  prospecting  of  his  own,  and  soon 
discovered  this  heavy  column  moving  rapidly  to  our  right.  His 
plans  were  quickly  formed,  and  as  quickly  carried  out.  He  threw 
the  divisions  of  Birney  and  Whipple  forward  with  the  determination 
to  cut  off  from  the  main  body  of  the  enemy  the  daring  column  that 
was  on  the  march.  General  Sickles'  energy  soon  brought  him  in 
contact  with  the  foe,  and  he  was  beginning  to  reap  the  reward  of 
his  manoeuvre,  and  was  sending  prisoners  to  the  rear,  when  the  din 
of  battle  was  heard  on  the  right,  and  soon  the  field  was  covered  with 
fugitives  from  the  Eleventh  Corps.  Howard  was  at  the  head  of  this 
corps,  and  had  been  warned  of  the  movement  of  the  enemy,  but 
before  he  could  grasp  the  situation  Jackson  had  hurled  his  troops 
upon  his  poorly-protected  Hues,  and  the  Eleventh  Corps  was  driven 
from  the  field  like  chaff  before  the  wind.  It  was  then,  when  the 
victorious  cries  of  the  foe  could  be  heard,  that  the  remaining  division 
of  the  Third  Corps  was  called  upon  to  go  to  the  rescue.  It  was 
Hooker's  old  division,  the  bravest  of  the  brave  that  was  thrown  into 
the  breach ;  it  was  the  forlorn  hope. 

With  quick  response  they  moved  swiftly  to  the  front,  each  man 
feeling  that  he  must  do  the  work  of  five,  and  each  man  determined 
that  the  glory  won  on  the  Peninsula  should  not  be  dimmed  by  failure 
in  the  most  trying  hour. 

The  victorious  legions  of  Jackson  are  met  with  terrible  musketry 


fire,  and  dashes  of  iron  hail  from  our  artillerj'  under  the  gallant 
Pleasanton.  The  enemy  cannot  stand  this  withering  blast,  and  they 
fall  back  and  the  contest  for  the  day  is  over.  The  story  of  your 
gallantry  on  this  field  has  been  told  in  prose  and  verse  again  and 
again. 

The  Third  Corps  was  heavily  engaged  with  the  enemy  the  next 
day,  and  its  losses  were  serious.  Among  the  killed  were  General 
Berry,  commanding  the  Second  Division,  and  Samuel  Whipple,  com- 
manding the  Third  Division.  The  Second  New  Jersey  Brigade  of 
Hooker's  old  division  covered  itself  ■with  glory  in  the  desperate  fight- 
ing of  this  day,  capturing  several  standards  and  many  prisoners. 

Your  casualties  at  Chancellorsville  were  378  killed,  2,634  wounded 
and  1,092  missing;  total,  4,102. 

After  this  battle,  the  three  divisions  of  the  corps  were  consohdated 
into  two  divisions.  General  Birney  commanded  the  First,  and  Gen- 
eral Humphreys  was  placed  in  command  of  the  Second,  which  con- 
tained all  of  the  regiments  of  Hooker's  old  division. 

General  Hooker  bent  every  energy  now  toward  strengthening  his 
army,  and  nnproving  its  morale.  He  well  knew  that  his  vigilant 
enemy  would  avail  himself  of  any  weakness  in  his  fines,  and  that  he 
must  be  prepared  to  meet  him  at  any  point.  Hooker's  prepara- 
tions were  not  ill  timed.  General  Lee,  emboldened  by  his  recent 
successes,  had  determined  on  an  aggressive  campaign. 

In  this  brief  history  I  cannot  dwell  on  your  long  and  toilsome 
marches  through  Virginia  and  Maryland,  and  into  Pennsylvania,  as 
you  hastened  to  do  your  part  in  giving  battle  to  the  foe  who  had  so 
daringly  left  his  defenses  and  had  started  on  an  invasion  of  the  loyal 
territory  of  the  North. 

On  the  I  St  day  of  July  the  fair  fields  that  lay  around  the  peaceful 
town  of  Gettysburg  were  to  become  the  scene  of  bloody  strife.     The 


earth  was  to  tremble  beneath  the  most  Titanic  conflict  waged  in 
modern  times.  Vast  hosts  were  to  surge  to  and  fro  for  days  in 
deadly  conflict.  Every  blade  of  grass  was  to  be  dyed  with  blood, 
and  the  very  heart  of  nature  was  to  be  shaken  by  the  thunderbolts 
of  war. 

The  terrible  fighting  of  the  first  day  at  Gettysburg  resulted  unfavor- 
ably to  our  arms.  The  troops  of  the  First  and  Eleventh  Corps, 
after  a  prolonged  struggle,  had  been  compelled  to  yield  the  position 
and  retire  to  a  crest  in  their  rear,  where  they  sank  exhausted  to  rest. 

As  the  conflict  raged  during  the  day  the  deep  rumbling  of  the 
cannon  could  be  heard  far  away  in  the  Httle  dreamy  town  of 
Emmettsburg.  General  Sickles,  who  was  there  with  the  Third 
Corps,  hearing  the  ominous  sounds,  and  with  all  his  knightly  instincts 
aroused,  and  regardless  of  the  orders  that  would  have  held  other 
men,  got  his  columns  in  motion  for  the  front  of  battle,  and  soon  the 
colors  of  the  Third  Corps  were  streaming  along  the  pike  that  led  to 
Gettysburg. 

How  vividly  that  march  comes  back  to  us,  my  comrades  !  We 
can  again  see  the  long  and  dusty  road  as  it  stretches  far  away,  and 
we  can  see  the  silvery  moonlight  as  it  fell  upon  us,  turning  us  into 
rapidly  moving  phantoms,  and  we  can  remember  our  exhaustion  as 
we  at  last  reached  the  field  and  took  up  our  position,  but,  with  all  its 
weariness,  there  is  something  that  softens  and  wreathes  around  its 
memory,  a  halo. 

As  the  sun  rose  warm  and  unclouded  on  the  second  of  July,  the 
hnes  of  the  Union  Army  were  seen  stretching  far  away  to  our  right 
crowned  with  starry  flags  and  battle  standards.  The  quietness  of 
the  morning  was  only  broken  by  the  splutter  of  the  skirmishers  and 
the  occasional  growl  from  the  artillery. 

The  rising  sun  bathed  the  landscape  in  a  golden  light,  and  the 
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glad  song  of  the  meadow  lark  could  be  heard  as  he  rose  high  in  the 
air  to  greet  the  morn. 

Round  Top,  on  the  extreme  left,  stands  towering  like  a  giant 
above  the  green  fields  that  stretch  over  to  the  Emmettsburg  road, 
and  far  beyond,  until  they  are  lost  in  the  distance;  and  the  signal 
flags  on  its  summit  as  they  wave  to  and  fro  look  like  gaily  colored 
flowers  bending  before  the  breeze. 

It  was  soon  discovered  by  the  vigilant  commander  of  the  Third 
Corps  that  our  left  flank  was  seriously  exposed,  and  he  at  once 
addressed  himself  to  rectifying  the  line ;  and  it  v^'ill  be  seen  that  this, 
step  was  not  unwisely  taken. 

Since  early  dawn  the  wily  foe,  under  the  gui.'^e  of  lazy  quietness, 
had  been  massing  his  troops,  and  they  were  soon  stealing  through 
the  v/oods  and  over  roads,  concealed  from  our  view  around  to  our 
left,  -with  joy  in  their  hearts  at  the  surprise  they  had  in  store  for  us. 
Suddenly  they  halt  in  amazement.  That  dark  blue  line  advaiicmg, 
with  its  bayonets  gleaming  in  the  sunlight,  looks  like  a  blade  of  steel 
that  threatens  to  pierce  them.  Their  faces  change,  and  the  look  of 
exultation  gives  place  to  one  of  alarm.  That  blade  of  steel  must  be 
shattered  before  they  can  carry  out  their  plans,  and  they  turn 
reluctantly,  loath  to  surrender  their  prize,  for  were  it  not  for  that 
blade  of  steel,  Round  Top  would  be  theirs  and  the  field  their  own. 

General  Sickles,  in  order  to  keep  himself  Avell  informed  of  the 
movements  of  the  enemy,  had  thrown  forward  Berdan's  Sharpshoot- 
ers early  in  the  day  on  a  reconnoissance,  and,  as  they  soon  came  in 
conflict  with  the  foe,  his  movement  was  discovered,  and  thus  the 
ahgnment  of  the  Third  Corps  on  the  Emmettsburg  road  through  the 
Peach  Orchard,  along  Plum  Run  and  through  the  wheat  field  to 
Round  Top,  followed  and  brought  chagrin  to  the  enemy  and  caused 
him  to  turn  aside  from  his  well-laid  plans  and  face  the  foe   that 
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threatened  him  so  seriously.  With  viciousness  he  turned  and  hurled 
his  bolts  upon  you,  but  you  meet  him  with  steady  front  and  receive 
his  assaults  with  dauntless  hearts.  Clark's  and  Biglow's  and  Ran- 
dolph's batteries  are  hghted  up  with  a  lurid  Hght  and  the  earth 
trembles  with  their  thunder.  The  air  is  full  of  screaming  cannister 
and  bursting  shell.  The  waves  of  the  rebellion  overflow  the  Devil's 
Den  and  are  dashed  against  the  rocks  of  Round  Top.  The  Peach 
Orchard  is  wrapped  in  flame,  and  Hood  and  McLaws  and  Barksdale 
hurl  their  legions  into  the  fiery  furnace.  The  brave  Carr  and  the 
gallant  Graham,  with  their  brigades,  are  in  its  vortex,  and  the  Excel- 
sior Brigade  is  wrapped  in  the  smoke  of  battle,  which  is  pierced  with 
tongues  of  flame  from  their  deadly  musketry  fire.  The  battle  stand- 
ards of  the  heroes  from  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsyl- 
vania are  in  the  centre  of  a  volcano,  and  Sherfy's,  Rodgers'  and 
the  Cordori  house  are  blazing  citadels. 

No  tongue,  however  eloquent,  can  describe  the  scene,  nor  can 
any  pen  picture  the  varying  phases  of  the  conflict. 

The  pressure  on  your  weakened  lines  becomes  serious,  as 
column  after  column  of  the  enemy  are  thrown  into  the  terrible 
struggle,  and  you  begin  to  yield  to  the  pressure.  You  retire  slowly 
and  in  order  with  your  faces  to  the  foe,  lessening  his  dense  ranks  at 
every  step  with  your  deadly  musketry  fire  until  the  pressure  ceases, 
and  in  turn  he  is  driven  back  across  the  Emmettsburg  road  and  the 
day's  battle  is  over. 

Night  casts  its  mantle  over  the  earth  and  mercifully  hides  a  scene 
of  misery.  Wounded  and  slain  strew  the  fair  fields  that  had  smiled 
up  at  heaven  under  the  morning  sun.  The  golden  wheat  has  turned 
crimson,  and  the  song  of  the  meadow  lark  has  given  place  to  the 
cries  for  succor  and  to  feeble  groans  gurgHng  through  the  blood  that 
filled  the  mouths  of  many.     The  wounded  were  lying  in  heaps,  and 
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many  a  poor  fellow  was  feverishly  feeling  around  for  his  canteen  and 
asking  when  the  ambulances  would  come. 

The  light  of  battle  had  faded  from  your  face,  and  the  men  of 
Massachusetts  were  now  ministering  to  the  suffering  soldier  from 
South  Carolina.  The  men  that  wear  the  gray  are  lifted  as  tenderly 
as  the  men  that  wear  the  blue,  and  your  noble  manhood  is  shown  in 
your  gentleness  to  your  fallen  foe.  The  gallant  Barksdale,  at  the 
head  of  his  legions,  had  entered  that  volcano  at  the  Peach  Orchard 
in  his  determination  to  wrest  it  from  your  grasp,  and  must  we  not 
admire  the  heroism  that  dared  the  soldiers  of  the  Third  Corps  ?  His 
poor  mangled  body  was  borne  within  our  lines  that  night  and  gently 
cared  for,  and  his  spirit  fled  as  a  Union  soldier  was  bathing  the 
gaping  wound  that  let  out  his  Hfe. 

My  comrades,  all  that  night  our  hearts  were  filled  with  sadness, 
for  among  the  fallen  was  that  gallant  leader,  under  whose  banner  we 
had  become  the  veteran  soldiers  that  we  were.  He  whose  encourag- 
ing smile  had  kept  our  hearts  light.  He  who  had  watched  over  us 
in  a  score  of  battles  as  though  we  were  his  children,  had  been 
stricken  down  and  his  bleeding  form  appealed  to  all  our  sympathies 
and  invoked  all  our  prayers.  Ah  !  dear  General  Sickles,  if  you  had 
known,  as  you  lay  suffering  the  agonies  of  death,  of  the  sorrow  and 
affection  that  filled  the  hearts  of  your  "soldiers  that  night,  your  heart 
would  have  been  lighter  and  your  pain  less  severe.  To  day  we 
thank  God  that  your  life  was  spared  to  us,  and  that  we  can  still  look 
into  your  kind  face  and  still  feel  the  warm  pressure  of  your  hand. 

The  morning  of  the  third  was  passed  in  comparative  quietness. 
Now  and  then  the  enemy  would  make  a  dash  on  our  right,  and  then 
on  our  left,  as  if  he  were  seeking  same  vulnerable  point.  At  last, 
as  if  in  despair,  and  after  the  most  terrific  artillery  fire  known  in  his- 
tory, he  launched  his  veteran  Virginians  against  our  centre,  with  the 
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forlorn  hope  of  breaking  through  our  h'nes,  and  carrying  the  crest.  It 
Avas  a  foolhardy  undertaking,  for  his  soldiers  melted  away  under  our 
fire  like  grain  before  the  reaper.  That  night  Lee  began  his  retreat, 
leaving  the  country  filled  with  his  dead  and  wounded. 

The  Third  Corps  on  the  morning  of  the  second  of  July,  had  ii,- 
924  present  for  duty,  and  out  of  this  number  it  lost  in  this  battle, 
578  killed,  3,026  wounded,  and  606  missing;  total,  4,210. 

Soon  after  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  the  Third  Corps  was 
strengthed  by  the  addition  of  French's  Division  from  Harper's 
Ferry,  and  Gen'l  French  was  placed  in  command  of  the  Corps,  with 
Birney,  Prince  and  Carr  at  the  head  of  the  three  Divisions. 

History  will  tell  that  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  was  not  a  victory 
only,  but  that  it  inspired  a  nation  with  confidence  in  its  volunteer 
soldiers,  and  gave  to  the  world  a  knowledge  of  martial  powers  that 
is  dazzling  and  resplendent  with  heroism. 

The  army  soon  started  in  pursuit  of  Lee,  and  following  him  across 
the  Potomac,  came  up  Avith  his  rear  guard  at  Wapping  Heights,  on 
July  23d,  and  again  the  Third  Corps  was  called  upon  to  advance 
upon  the  enemy.  The  Excelsior  Brigade  were  the  chosen  troops 
that  were  assigned  to  the  work  of  driving  him  from  his  strong  posi- 
tion. 

What  a  thrilling  spectacle  it  must  have  been  to  the  thousands  of 
the  Union  soldiers  assembled  on  the  neighboring  hills  as  the  brigade 
advanced  in  hne  of  battle  with  ranks  closed  up,  with  colors  flying 
and  their  muskets  gleaming  in  the  afternoon  sun.  Many  would  have 
thought  they  were  only  forming  for  parade,  and  not  advancing  on  a 
foe,  whose  front  was  soon  to  be  a  blaze  of  musketry  and  artillery 
fire. 

The  Excelsior  Brigade  was  equal  to  the  occasion,  and  charging 
the  foe,  drove  him  from  his  defenses,  and  they  were  masters  of  the 
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field,  while  the  cheers  of  the  onlookers  sounded  above  the  noise  of 
battle. 

Again  at  Kelly's  Ford,  Nov.  7,  1863,  the  Third  Corps  came  in 
contact  with  the  enemy,  and  at  Locust  Grove,  during  the  Mine 
Run  campaign,  the  Third  Corps  was  in  the  front  of  battle,  and  sus- 
tained the  greatest  loss. 

On  March  23,  1864,  the  War  Department  issued  an  order  discon- 
tinuing the  Third  Army  Corps.  The  First  and  Second  Divisions 
were  transferred  to  the  Second  Corps,  and  became  the  Third  and 
Fourth  Divisions  of  that  Corps,  but  they  were  subsequently  consoli- 
dated into  one  Division,  and  thus  became  the  Third  Division  of  the 
Second  Corps.  The  Third  Division  of  Third  Corps  was  transferred 
to  Sixth  Corps. 

Colonel  Fox,  referring  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  Third  Corps, 
says :  "  Unjust  and  ill  advised,  it  awoke  a  feehng  of  indignation 
and  bitter  resentment  that  has  never  been  forgotten.  The  wearers 
of  the  diamond  badge  gloried  in  the  record  of  their  corps,  and  on 
all  occasions  they  proudly  avowed  their  connection  with  it ;  they 
considered  it  second  to  none,  and  gazed  with  pride  on  the  historic 
names  emblazoned  on  their  flags.  All  this,  however,  counted  for 
naught  at  the  War  Department ;  the  order  was  enforced  and  the 
war-worn  regiments  marched  away  to  fight  under  other  banners." 

Comrades,  my  task  is  done,  for  I  will  not  follow  the  fortunes  of 
the  fragments  of  the  Third  Corps  through  the  Wilderness,  Spottsyl- 
vania,  Petersburg  and  Appomatax.  The  blood  of  its  heroes  was 
shed  on  all  these  fields,  but  the  Third  Corps  had  ceased  to  exist. 
The  memory  of  its  deeds,  its  heavy  sacrifices,  its  fortitude  and 
courage,  and  the  names  of  its  heroes  will  illume  the  pages  of  history 
as  long  as  the  nation  lives.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


Adopted  at  the  Annual  Reunion  May  ^th,    1875,    ajid  Published 
for  the  Information  of  the  Members. 


DECLARATION   AND   PREAMBLE. 

The  officers  of  the  Third  Army  Corps,  desirous  to   preserve  the 
history  of  the  Corps,  and  Divisions,  Brigades   and  Regiments   com- 
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posing  it,  to  perpetuate  the  harmony  that  has  existed  between 
them,  do  hereby  form  an  Association  for  the  furtherance  of  these 
objects,  and  adopt  the  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  its 
government. 

CO  N  STITUTI^O  N. 

Article  I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Third  Army  Corps 
Union. 

Article  II. 

Officers  who  have  been  officially  connected  with  the  Third  Army 
Corps,  and  have  participated  in  any  of  its  battles  as  officers,  or  as 
non-commissioned  officers  or  privates,  who  shall  have  been  subse- 
quently mustered  as  officers  into  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  War  for  the  Union,  shall  be  eligible  to  membership. 
Staff  officers,  whose  duties  take  them  necessarily  from  the  battle- 
field, shall  also  be  eligible. 

Article  III. 

All  male  lineal  descendents  of  any  person  now  a  member,  or 
ehgible  for  membership,  or  who  may  become  eligible,  or  the  nephews 
of  any  person  who  is  now  qualified  to  be  a  member  under  article  II 
of  the  Constitution  previous  to  the  adoption  of  this  section,  upon  at- 
taining the  age  of  i8  years,  may  be  nominated  and  elected  a  mem- 
ber, subject  to  so  much  of  the  Constitution  as  is  appUcable  to  the 
candidate. 

Article  IV. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be   a    President,  Vice   Presi- 
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dent,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees,  as  here- 
inafter provided  for.  These  officers  shall  hold  their  positions  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Article  V. 

The  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary  and  Directors  shall  be 
elected  annually  on  the  5th  day  of  May.  When  that  day  falls  on 
Sunday,  the  election  on  the  Monday  following. 

Article  VI. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  two 
years,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  Board  of  Directors  can  require  security  of  the  Treasurer  in  such 
a  manner  as  may  seem  expedient  to  it,  before  the  Treasurer  enters 
upon  his  duties. 

Article  VII. 

Section  i.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Union  and  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice  President  shall  act,  in  the  absence  of  the  Presi- 
dent, as  the  presiding  and  executive  officer,  and  shall  be,  ex  officio^  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Association ;  keep  accurate  lists  of  all  members ;  notify  members  of 
non-payment  of  dues,  and  shall  attend  stated  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  shall  also  keep  the  records  of  the  Association  ; 
shall  receive  and  receipt  for  moneys  due  it,  turning  over  all  moneys 
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to  the  Treasurer,  taking  gross  receipts  ;  and  shall  make  annual  re- 
ports of  the  transactions  of  his  department. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  annual  reports  of  the  transac- 
tions of  his  department,  disbursing  funds  only  by  the  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  full  authority  and  con- 
trol over  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Association,  restricted  only  by 
appropriation  of  them  to  the  declared  objects  of  the  Association,  and 
shall  have  full  control  over  its  affairs.  They  can,  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  entire  Board,  change  any  of  the  By-Laws  at  a  stated 
meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting,  when  all  the  members  of  the  Board 
have  been  notified  of  the  proposed  change  and  of  time  of  meeting. 

Article  VIII. 

There  shall  be  a  contingent  fund  and  a  pcr77iane7it  fund.  The  con- 
tingent fund  shall  have  placed  to  its  credit  all  moneys  received  for 
dues,  fees,  interest  and  miscellaneous  sources,  except  life  member- 
ship fees.  The  permanent  fund  shall  have  placed  to  its  credit  all 
moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  belonging  to  the  "Third  Corps 
Union,"  after  the  debts  of  the  Union  have  been  liquidated  for  the 
year  ending  May  5th,  1875.  And  after  the  year  ending  May  5th, 
1875,  all  moneys  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  contingent  fund  over 
and  above  two  hundred  dollars,  after  each  year's  expenses  are  paid. 
shall  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  permanent  fund,  until  said  perma- 
nent fund  amounts  to  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars.  The  con- 
tingent fund  shall  be  in  the  hands  and  under  the  control  of  the 
Treasurer,  subject  to  sections  5  and  6  of  Article  VII  of  the  Consti- 
tution. ThQ  permanent  fund  shall  be  in  the  hands  and  under  the 
control  oifive  trustees,  three  of  which  shall  be  the  President,  or  Vice- 
President  when  acting  President,  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer, 
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and  two  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  and  the  same  manner  as 
the  President.  The  Trustees  shall  invest  the  moneys  that  come 
into  their  possession  belonging  to  said  fund,  as  a  majority  of  them 
may  direct,  and  shall  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  all  interest  annually 
received  from  said  fund,  to  be  placed  by  him  to  the  credit  of  the 
contingejit  fund.  No  part  of  the  permafient  fund  shall  be  appro- 
priated to  any  purpose,  except  by  a  unanimous  vote  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  Union,  at  which  there  are  at  least  twenty-five  members  pres- 
ent in  good  standing,  and  voting  for  the  appropriation  ;  or  except  a 
notice  has  been  given  by  a  member  in  good  standing  to  the  Secre- 
tary, one  month  previous  to  the  regular  annual  meeting,  setting  forth 
his  intentions  to  offer  a  resolution  which  contemplates  the  expending 
of  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  permanent  fund,  and  for  what  purpose  ; 
and  the  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  the  intended  resolution,  and 
for  what  purpose  the  money  is  to  be  expended,  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  he  gives  notice  of  the  regular  annual  meeting. 
After  this  is  Aon&  four-fifths  of  all  the  members  present  in  good  stand- 
ing, shall  have  the  power  to  appropriate  or  expend  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  permanent  fund. 

Article  IX. 

The  Badge  of  the  Union  shall  be  worn  by  its  members,  and  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  Treasurer  at  its  actual  cost. 

Article  X. 

AppUcants  for  membership  shall  be  proposed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  by  one  of  its  members,  in  writing,  stating  a  battle 
in  which  the  applicant  has  participated,  or  during  which  he  has  been 
on  duty  in  the  Corps.     The  proposal  shall  be  accompanied   by   the 
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initiation  fee   of  three  dollars.    If  one-third   of  the  Directors   vote 
against  the  applicant,  he  will  be  rejected,  and  the  initiation  fee  shall 
be  returned. 

Article  XI. 

The  dues  shall  be  O^ie  Dollar  a?id  a  Half  per  annum,  payable 
annually.  All  dues  may  be  remitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Association, 
excepting  those  of  the  preceding  year.  No  member  shall  be  con- 
sidered m  good  standing  who  is  indebted  to  the  Association  for  any 
dues. 

Article  XII. 

Members  can  be  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  and  expelled  by  a  unanimous  vote.  In  each  case  the 
cause  will  be  entered  on  the  records. 

Article  XIII. 

The  President,  Vice-President,  Board  of  Directors  and  Trustees, 
shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  present  enti- 
tled to  vote. 

Article  XIV. 

Any  one  eligible  to  membership  can  become  a  hfe  member  by  the 
payment  of  Tiventy-Jive  Dollars,  and  be  relieved  from  the  annual 
dues. 

Article  XV. 

At  our  annual  reunions  it  shall  be  proper  for  any  member  in  good 
standing,  to  present  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  any  worthy  claims  for 
assistance  for  a  brother  officer  or  his  family,  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
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Board  think  it  proper,  the  same  will  be  presented  to  the  meeting, 
and  a  contribution  be  taken   up,  or  a  donation  be  made  from  the 
contingent  fund,  or  both. 

Article  XVT. 

The  Constitution  can  be  altered  or  amended  at  the  stated  annual 
meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  present,  except  so  much  as  relates 
to  Article  VIII. 

Article  XVII. 

No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  his  vote  in  the  Association, 
excepting  he  is  in  good  standing,  as  expressed  in  Article  XI. 

Article  XVIII. 

(Passed  May  5,  1887.) 
Membership  in  the  Union  is   extended   to  all   non-commissioned 
officers,  and  privates  who  have  served  in  the  Third   Army  Corps,  or 
who  have  participated  in  any  of  the  battles  of  the  Corps. 


BY-LAV/S. 


I.  All  vacancies  occurring  in  the  offices  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

II.  The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  call  a  stated  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  two  or  more 
of  the  Directors. 

III.  The    Badge   manufactured  by  Shreve,  Crump  &   Low,  of 
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Boston,  Mass.,  for  Fifteen  Dollars,  is  adopted  as  the  "Union  Badge." 
Its  issue  shall  be  at  the  cost  of  Fifteen  Dollars,  and  it  shall  be  had 
only  from  the  Treasurer. 

IV.  No  portion  of  the  funds  for  the  Union  shall  be  expended,  ex- 
cept for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Union. 

V.  Three  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.
